Abdulmutallab pleads guilty, warns U„S. of *day of 
judgment*

Detroit— Accused "underwear bomber" Umar Farouk Abdulmutallab said he tried to blow up a Detroit- 
bound airplane to avenge the killing of Muslims by the U.S. worldwide, a startling admission followed by a 
guilty plea that ended his high-profile terrorism trial. 
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The guilty plea, and a lengthy rant against the United States, came on the second day of Abdulmutaliab's 
terror trial in federal court. He pleaded to eight charges, including attempted murder, attempted use of 
weapons of mass destruction and conspiracy to commit terrorism for his attempt to blow up a Northwest 
Airlines flight from Amsterdam to Detroit on Christmas Day 2009. 

The 25-year-old Nigerian and self-proclaimed al-Qaida operative faces up to life in prison when sentenced 
Jan. 12. 

Abdulmutallab said Wednesday he tried to bomb the plane in retaliation for U.S. support of Israel and to 
avenge the killing of Muslims. 

He said the bomb was a "blessed weapon to save the lives of innocent Muslims." 

"Participation in jihad against the United States is considered among the most virtuous of deeds in Islam 
and is highly encouraged in the Quran," Abdulmutallab told the judge, reading from a statement. 

Life in prison expected 

Abdulmutallab did not negotiate any deal with the government and legal experts expect he will spend the 
rest of his life in the Supermax federal prison in Colorado. That's where several high-profile terrorists and 
inmates are incarcerated, including UnabomberTed Kaczynski, Sept. 11 conspirator Zacarias Moussaoui 
and shoe bomber Richard Reid. 

U.S. District Judge Nancy Edmunds earlier asked him if he wished to waive his right to a trial and plead 
guilty. 

"That's right," he said. 

Edmunds asked Abdulmutallab how he would plead to one of the most serious charges, attempted use of a 
weapon of mass destruction, which is punishable by up to life in prison. 

"Guilty," Abdulmutallab said. 

"And are you pleading because you believe you are guilty?" the judge asked him. 

"Yes," he answered. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Jonathan Tukel asked him if he carried an explosive device on board. 

"If you say so," Abdulmutallab said. 

"You knew it was an explosive, correct?" Tukel asked him. 

"Yes," he answered. 

"It was intended to explode?" Tukel asked him. 

"Yes," Abdulmutallab answered. 

Abdulmutallab also ranted against the U.S. after pleading guilty. 

"The United States should be warned," he said. "If the United States continues to persist and promote the 
blasphemy of Mohammed and the prophets and continues to support those who kill innocent Muslims, they 
should await a great calamity that will befall them at the hands of the mujahedeen by God's will and 
permission soon or God will strike them directly with a great calamity soon. If you laugh at us now, we will 
laugh at you later in this life and at the day of judgment." 
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Sentencing in January 

Abdulmutallab will be sentenced at 2 p.m. Jan. 12 in federal court. 

He shouted "Allahu Akbar!" before being handcuffed and escorted out of the courtroom by a deputy U.S. 
Marshal. 

Abdulmutallab’s legal adviser, Anthony Chambers, said the Nigerian decided to plead guilty against the 
advice of counsel. 

"It was based on his feelings," Chambers said. "We wanted to continue this trial. No lawyer worth his salt 
would advise his client to plead guilty to a crime that carries a life sentence." 

Chambers said Abdulmutallab told him Tuesday during a break in court proceedings that he wanted to 
plead guilty. 

"I believe he is a misguided, impressionable young man, as many college students are," Chambers said. 
"And i think he had something he wanted to say." 

Chambers said he believes he could have won the case. 

"I thought the evidence was lacking," he said. 

Chambers pointed to incriminating statements Abdulmutallab made to federal agents and nurses at 
University Hospital in Ann Arbor following the attack. 

Edmunds said national security fears justified agents not reading Abdulmutallab his Miranda rights but 
Abdulmutallab could have pursued the issue on appeal. 

Lori Haskell of Newport, a passenger on the flight who sat seven rows behind Abdulmutallab, said she's 
glad the case is over "because I've had to relive it." 

"Every time we're down here, 1 have flashbacks of my plane being on fire," she said. "Whether he's a pawn 
or not, he tried to kill 290 people, including me." 

Jurors silent 

Jurors declined to talk to the media about the case or the guilty plea. 

The guilty plea marks a major victory against terrorism for the Justice Department, which was criticized by 
some for trying Abdulmutallab in civilian court instead of a military tribunal. U.S. Attorney Barbara 
McQuade, the FBI and other federal officials will discuss the plea at a 2 p.m. news conference in Detroit 

Congresswoman Candice Miller said the brief trial and pre-trial hearings proved Abdulmutallab should have 
been tried in a military court. 

"The people of the city of Detroit, after having . this terrorist almost blow up an aircraft over our community, 
have watched as he has made a mockery of our civilian justice system, they have had to absorb costs 
associated with this trial and law abiding members of our community who were called as prospective jurors 
have expressed fear over being seated at such a trial," she said. 

She called the guilty plea "a rare outbreak of common sense." 

The plea was unexpected but ended a criminal trial filled with unexpected outbursts by Abdulmutallab, who 
exhibited defiant behavior, fired his legal team, mulled a guilty plea last year and opted to defend himself. 

During court hearings, he propped a foot on the defense table and shouted al-Qaida leader Osama bin 
Laden and radical cleric Anwar al-Awlaki were alive. 
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On Wednesday, Abdulmutallab wore a dark sport coat and a long khaki-colored dashiki that flowed to his 
ankles — a more formal look than his dress for earlier hearings. 

The prosecution opened the trial Tuesday by providing the most detailed and vivid narrative of the 
moments surrounding the terrorist attack. The incident exposed gaps in airport security after prosecutors 
say Abdulmutallab managed to board the flight from Amsterdam with the bomb, an act that led to stiffer 
security measures. 

Abdulmutallab's guilty plea comes after being accused of hiding powerful explosives inside his underwear 
and trying to detonate a device on Christmas Day 2009 aboard a Northwest Airlines flight from Amsterdam 
to Detroit The bomb failed to detonate over Metro Detroit and some of the approximately 300 passengers 
and crew pounced on Abdulmutallab and extinguished the flames.

On September 15, 2001, Special Agents (SAs)[ 
jof the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) conducted an interview of 
ANWAR NASSER AULAQI (American citizen) , 3331 Kaywood, Drive, Falls Church, 
Virginia, 22041, cell phone 202-297-6224, date of birth: 4/21/71/ place of , 
birth: Las Crucas, New Mexico, social security number: 521-77-7121. The 

following information was provided by AULAQI: 

AULAQI advised that he did not expect to be interviewed by 'the FBI 
because on 9/13/01, two SAs from the FBI had arrived at the DAL HIJRA Mosque, 

3159 Row Street, Falls Church, Virginia, and requested if anyone could identify a 
picture that the SAs had in their possession of one of the suspects that took 
part in the hijacking on 9/11/01. AULAQI advised that he was not present at the 
mosque when the SAs were there but was told later in the day. When questioned 
regarding his familiarity with the names of any of the hijackers, AULAQI further 
advised that he was not familiar with any of the hijackers. He also did not 
recognize any of the names, because it would be difficult to identify them 
because of the English translation. AULAQI stated that if he had the names in 
Arabic, he would be much better able to make identification as to whether or not 
he, knew them. 

In January of 2001, AULAQI moved to his present address in Falls 
Church, Virginia. Prior to that, he resided in San Diego, California for 
approximately 5 years where he was the Imam of the AL-RIBAT Mosque. While living 
in San Diego, AULAQI attended the San Diego State University, San Diego, 
California, part-time and received his Master *s Degree in Education. At present, 
AULAQI is the Imam at DAL HIJRA, and also attends school full-time at Geof^e 
Washington University, Washington, D.C., where he is obtaining his PhD in Human 
Resource Development . AULAQI advised that he is attending school through *a 
scholarship provided by* the Ministry of Education in Yemen. He is paid a stipend 
of approximately $200.00 a month from his scholarship and receives a salary for 
his position as Imam. 

Over the past six months, AULAQI has traveled cruite extensively. In 

mid Augu st, he took a three week tr ip to Sanaa, Yemen whe re! |

[ For the past three weeks, AULAQI has traveled every weekend. Over the 
weekend of 9/1/01, he traveled to Chicago to attend the Islamic Society of 
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at Washington, D.C. 
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America Conference. He was also in the United Kingdom on the weekend of 8/25/01, 
and last weekend, 9/9/01 he spoke in San Diego at a conference which was a fund 
raiser for the JAMIL AMIN FUND (H. RAP BROWN) . The conference wasorganized by 
the MUSLIM STUDENT ASSOCIATION through a friend of AULAQI ' s named | | (LNU) . 

(LNU) also made the arrangements for AULAQI for a rental car and sleeping 
accomodations. AULAQI stayed in Irvine for the majority of the conference and 
only spent one night in San Diego. While in San Diego for the night, AULAQI 
stayed at a house owned by the AL-RIBAT mosque and where AULAQI formerly resided. 
AULAQI departed the D.C. area on 9/8/01 and returned from San. Diego on 9/11/01 to 
National Airport at approximately 9:00 a.m. 

At approximately 11:5*0 a.m., AULAQI excused himself from the 
interviewers as he needed to make an "urgent" phone call. At noon, he returned 
and the interview continued. 

AULAQI stated that as Imam, he is responsible for conducting the five 
daily prayer calls. He is also responsible for the Juma on Fridays, lessons for 
religion, non- formalized religious training, and counseling for marital problems. 
When questioned as to whether or not he would counsel someone on other stressful 
issues or problem situations, he advised that he mainly conducted marital 
counseling because he does not have "formal" religious training. All of his 
training for Imam has come from his own studies and research. The lessons for 
religion are usually held on the weekends as that is the most convenient time for 
him. AULAQI further stated that his role as Imam was not as strong as the role 
of a Catholic priest. AULAQI advised that while in San Diego, he did not 
remember any one specific seeking him out for counseling on any subject. AULAQI 
further advised that he is not truly a "counselor" but more of a friend to the 
persons in his mosque. 

This past Friday, AULAQI focused his juma on the Fatwa by l ~1 

| which involves the Condemnation of an Incident. He thought this was 
appropriate for the healing to begin from the attacks on Tuesday. This Fatwa can 
also be found on-line at Islam on Line. He stressed during the juma that the 
healing should begin and that people should be vigilant in reporting to law 
enforcement any acts of violence or hate crimes against them. AULAQI advised that 
there was another on line web site called CAIR.net (Council of American Islamic 
Relations) which could be used to report hate crimes. AULAQI stated that NIHAD 
AWAD is the president of CAIR, 

When questioned as to whether or not AULAQI lectured on* the Jihad or 
his feelings regarding the Jihad, AUQALI stated "I would like not to comment on 
that". However-, he further stated that he absolutely "strongly condemns the 
attacks". 
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AULAQI would not show the SAs his passport and advised that he did 
not feel like showing it' to the SAs at this time because it was upstairs. 

AULAQI is married with three small children. He drives a 1999 Dodge 
Caravan, license plate YGM 1238, which is registered to him but with an address 
of 3159 Row Street, Falls Church, Virginia which is the address of the DAL HIJRA 
Mosque .

'AULAQI advis ed that h is first name is spelled ANWAR and not ANSWAR as 
previously reported. SA | | then provided the list of subjects nanie written 

in Arabic. The list was enclosed in a 1A. AULAQI perused -the list for a few 
moments. Then he stated that the names were still difficult as most of them were 
merely English translations and not true Arabic names. AULAQI further advised 
that the only name that seemed somewhat familiar was ALHAZMI, but that he did not 
know anyone by that name, he just recognized the family name as that which exists 
in Yemen, Saudi Arabia, and Egypt. AULAQI stated that he did not believe that 
MOQED was really an Arabic last name. 


AULAQI provided that the AL-RIBAT mosque in San Diego, California, 
where he was the previous Imam, had a following of approximately 200-300 persons. 
He further provided that the main core of the following consisted of 
approximately 20 people. He stated that he remembered most of them well by 
picture, but not necessarily by name. 


SA | | then provided a spread sheet of the photographs of the 

five subjects. AULAQI studied the sheet momentarily and stated that he did not 
know #1 (HANI HAN JOUR) . He then continued to study the sheet and stated that he 
had seen #4 (SALEM ALHAZMI) in the photo identification that was shown at the 
mosque by two other SAs on -9/15/01. (Writer's Note: AULAQI stated in his 
previous interview on 9/16 that he was not present at the mosque when the two SAs 
had come to show the photo.)

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After continuing to study the spread sheet, AULAQI stated that he did 
know #3 (NAWAF ALHAZMI) . AULAQI stated that #3 was a Saudi from Mecca who he 
knew from the AL-RIBAT mosque in San Diego, California. He could not recall his 
name, but definitely remembered ' having an association with him. AULAQI has not 
seen or heard from ALHAZMI since June 2000, when AULAQI left California. AULAQI 
further stated that he does not remember many details about ALHAZMI but that 
possibly he was a student. He also described ALHAZMI as being somewhat of a 
loner as he did not have a large circle of friends and did not extend 
relationships easily. AULAQI further described ALHAZMI as very soft spoken and

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shy. He was very shocked that ALHAZMI was involved in this terrorist act and on 
several occasions stated that he could not believe ALHAZMX was involved. He 
further described ALHAZMX as extremely nice, and a relatively calm person. 

AULAQI did not believe that ALHAMZMI was as religious as most and 
that it would have taken a more radical person to attempt this attack. He 
believed this because he never saw ALHAZMI with a beard and stated that if 
ALHAZMX was that radical in his religious beliefs, he would have had a beard. 
ALHAMZI would have also attend all five prayers during the day, which he did not 
and would have taken more teachings, which he did not. AULAQI advised that he 
did not believe that ALHAZMI could have gotten the radical ideas in California, 
because the AL-RIBAT mosque did not teach that type of religion. Also, when 
AULAQI knew ALHAMZI in California, he estimated that ALHAMZI was just out of high 
school . 


ALHAMZI would show up at the mosque with a companion who AULAQI could 
not identify but believed was his brother. AULAQI remembered a conversation that 
he did have with ALHAMZI on the stairwell of the AL-RIBAT mosque. AULAQI had 
just returned from a trip to Saudi Arabia and ALHAMZI asked why AULAQI had not 
contacted ALHAMZI while in Saudi as ALHAMZI was there at the same time. AULAQI 
could not provide the exact dates , but advised he would follow up and provide 
this information at a later date. He remembered that it must have been for 
either the Hajj or Ramadan as those were the two dates that AULAQI traveled to 
Saudi Arabia. 

AULAQI stated that if the FBI could provide a picture to him of 
ALHAMZI, he would send it to the AL-RIBAT mosque and haye them obtain as much 
information as possible regarding who he stayed with and why he was living in 
California.

FNU AULAQI may be identical to Anwar Nasser AULAQI, a resident of Falls Church, 
Virginia, who has been identified by San Diego FBI as the former Imam of the Al-Ribat Mosque 
in San Diego. This is the mosque used by Khalid ALMIDHAR and Nawaf ALHAMZI. 

AULAQI is currently the Imam of the Dal Hidra Mosque in Falls Church. He was 
interviewed by FBI WFO on September 1 5, 2001 . AULAQI stated that he remembers Nawaf . 
ALHAMZI from the mosque in San Diego, and that he (ALHAMZI) always came to the mosque 
with another individual (nfi). 

In 1996, AULAQI was arrested for soliciting a prostitute and per a plea agreement, pled 
guilty to a lesser charge of disturbing the peace. He was arrested in 1997, again for soliciting a 
prostitute and pled guilty to that charge. 

AULAQI sometimes spells his first name "ANUAR."

CNN could not immediately verify the authenticity of the video, 
including when or where the taping took place.

The video's release came on the same day that an American-bom al 
Qaeda spokesman urged Muslims to carry out Individual jihad in the 
United States and Europe in a new video. 

"My brothers: Know that jihad is your duty as well, and that you have 
an opportunity to strike the leaders of unbelief and retaliate against 
them on their own soul, as long as there Is no covenant between you 
and them," said the spokesman, Adam Gadahn, in a video posted to 
various jihadist forums, according to the SITE Intelligence Group. 

"Here you are in the battlefield, just like the heroes before you like 
Muhammad Atta and ... Umar Farouk Abdul Mutallab, Faisal Shazad 
and hundreds of others," Gadahn said, referring to the leader of the 
9/11 attacks, the man accused of trying to blow up a plane last 
Christmas, and the would-be Times Square bomber. 

A transcript of the tape was supplied by SITE, a terrorist-tracking 
organization based outside Washington. SITE said the video was 
* produced by a! Qaeda's media arm and was in Arabic with Englis^ g 
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subtitles. The video ran nearly 50 minutes, SITE said. 

Both messages come amid increased threats of attacks on Western 
targets from al Qaeda. 

This month, the second edition of an online al Qaeda magazine 
surfaced, featuring frank essays, creatively designed imagery, and 
ominous terror tips such as using a pickup as a weapon and shooting 
up a crowded restaurant in Washington. 

The magazine Is called Inspire, and Intelligence officials suspectthat 
an American citizen named Samir Khan, now living in Yemen, is the 
driving force behind the publication. 

The latest edition emerged on the 10th anniversary of the suicide 
attack on the guided missile destroyer USS Cole, which was struck 
as it refueled in Aden, Yemen. Seventeen people were killed in the 
bombing.

In the name of God, the Merciful, the Compassionate 

"To make it known and clear to mankind, and not to hide it," [partial Koranic verse, A1 Imran, 3:187]. 

[Onscreen text] 

By the preacher Shaykh Anwar Nasir al-Awlaki (may God protect him) 

[Al-Awlaki onscreen, begins speaking] Praise be to God. Prayers and peace be upon our Prophet Muhammad, and upon 
his family and companions. 
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The responsibility that Muslim scholars and preachers are faced with is tremendous. The nation is in dire need of guidance 
during these dark times, where it faces critical dangers. Knowledge is an order from God, and the Almighty said: "Those 
who conceal the clear (signs) we have sent down, and the guidance, after we have made it clear for the people in the 
Book- on them shall be Allah's curse, and the curse of those entitled to curse, except those who repent and make amends 
and openly declare (the truth). To them I turn, for I am Oft-Returning, Most Merciful," [Koranic verses, A!-Baqarah, 2:159- 
160]. The Almighty said: ’Those who conceal Allah's revelations in the Book, and purchase for them a miserable profit: 
they swallow into themselves naught but fire. Allah will not address them on the Day of Resurrection, nor purify them. 
Grievous will be their penalty. They are the ones who buy error in place of guidance and torment in place of forgiveness. 
Ah! What boldness (they show) for the fire!" [Koranic verse, Al-Baqarah, 2:1 74] The prophet (peace and prayers be upon 
him) said: "Whoever was asked about knowledge but conceals it, he will be brought on the Day of Resurrection muzzled 
with the leashes of hellfire," [Hadith]. The scholars said: "It is not permissible to delay knowledge in a time of need." 

It is based on this that we will mention some matters as advice, so as to clear our conscience in the eyes of God. These 
guardians, from kings, to amirs, to presidents, are not fit to guide the nation. They are not fit to guide a herd of sheep, let 
alone a billion Muslims. They are not qualified to chair a company, let alone be entrusted with the fate of a nation. They 
are not capable of managing contracting company, let alone managing the affairs of a kingdom that spreads from China to 
Morocco, a kingdom that controls strategic lines, global trade, and the most vital straits in the world. If the amirs become 
corrupt, the responsibility of guiding the nation falls on the scholars. O scholars of Islam, where is the sought-after 
knowledge during these times? In Yemen, poverty and illiteracy are on the rise, as is sedition among the tribes, which 
leads to Muslim bloodshed. Iranian political influence and their distorted creed are spreading and on the rise in Yemen. All 
this comes along with the government's unabashed cooperation with America. 

The south [of Yemen] suffers from abuse and oppression, coupled with government disregard for the rights of the 
people. What are the scholars' roles, and where is their guidance in this terrible situation? This [issue] manifested itself in 
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a statement by the president of Yemen, where he basically threatened the people by saying that as long as they continue 
to fight among themselves, he will take the country's wealth and flee with his close companions, leaving the country to fall 
into a state of civil war. I mentioned the increase in poverty, unemployment, and sedition among tribes as problems that 
the scholars need to find solutions for. But before all of this, and more importantly, there is an American political [agenda] 
that wants to distance the people of this country from their religion by any means possible, and this is being executed by 
the Yemeni Government, with Western supporL.Women’s [rights], a change in the education system, and building ties 
with social figures so as to prepare them to cooperate with America. Let us not forget the violent campaign against the 
meaning of jihad and its reality, and to show Islam as subject to the will of America. This all happens while we watch and 
listen, it is imperative that there be counter-campaigns, led by the scholars, so as to clarify what has become confusing for 
the people. As for the South, we ask ourselves: Why does the government deal in this barbaric, lsraeli-!ike manner with 
those who demand their rights in the southern governorates? In Ai-Dali, the tanks mowed down houses. In Aden, Lahij, 
and Hadramaut, the soldiers shot live bullets in an Israeli and Zionist-like manner at the people in the streets without any 
regard for the sacredness of Muslim blood. 0 scholars of Yemen, what is your stance on these matters? Where do you 
stand on the shelling of the people of Al Aqil, Muthanna, Hattat, and the Al Hutaik [tribe] in Ma'rib? Who benefits from 
these strikes? Are they not for the benefit of America? The amirs have deviated, and there is no longer any hope. The 
levels of corruption and- deterioration have reached a point where they can no longer be contained. Decline has reached 
an all-time low, and this makes the responsibility of today’s scholars great. They tell us to be silent so that we do not lose 
our gains in the Islamic call. Is preserving a university, a center, or program on a satellite channel more important than 
making the truth known? Is preserving the nation’s greatest interests more important than calling for the protection of the 
nation from the American occupation project? 

A woman from Australia found the truth and converted to Islam. She then heard that Yemen was the land of the supporters 
who championed Islam, so she immigrated to it with both of her children, so as to live among Muslims and raise her 
children in an Islamic environment. She immigrated for the sake of God, leaving the world behind her for the sake of God. 
How many women of the nation are running after the life in this world and hope for a husband to get them out of the land 
of Muslims and take them to the West so they can live the misleading and fleeting vanities of the world?

As for the sister, they interrogated her 
for more than six hours a day while she was standing up, perhaps hoping to find some information with which they would 
endear themselves to their American masters. Sister Urn Umar said to them: "I am a woman and I came to you. I 
immigrated to Yemen for the sake of God, and you are the supporters." The investigator answered her, saying: 'We are 
Christians, not supporters." 

Scholars of Yemen, or rather, scholars of the Islamic world: Does your daughter Urn Umar not deserve a word of support 
from you? Why the silence? What is most amazing is that Urn Umar was affiliated with an educational institution 
connected to some of the most authoritative and influential scholars, along with the most privileged ones in the eyes of the 
collaborator government. But despite that, they did not take the trouble of using their authority to set free the sister who 
sought their protection. It was their duty to support her, but they turned their back on her and deserted her. Yesterday they 
deserted the men, and today they desert the women. So set aside the cloak of calling to Islam and stay In your homes. 

This is better than taking the lead in knowledge and the call to Islam only when it is in your interest, and then hiding under 
the table when the call requires from you a true stand. 

0 scholars of the nation, Islam says to obey the leaders-for the sake of preserving Islam. How can that be if the'leader is 
the one who fights Islam? Is It conceivable that Islam says to obey the one who diligently seeks to fight religion? Islam 
says to obey the leader, protect and defend Muslims, and preserve their selves, honor, and riches. How can that be if the 
leader is the one who fights his people for the interests of the enemy? Islam says to obey the leader and to conceal the 
flaws of Muslims that the enemy is diligently striving to find out. How can that be if the leader is the one who spies on the 
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Muslims for the benefit of the enemy? How can that be if the leader is the one who works as spy for America? What kind 
of leaders are these, who stole billions from Muslims under the pretext of building the army? Then, when the army is 
mobilized to perform its duty to defend the country, the leader says that the army is incapable of doing so, and that it is 
necessary to seek the help of the Americans. If this leader is incapable of defending Muslims, he should abandon his 
position so that the country may be ruled by people who are more capable than he is. Those who are more capable to 
guard, protect, and revive the nation after decades of Western extortion and collaborating governance are the mujahidin, 
who have become experienced through war and groomed through battle. 

Our brothers in the Mujahidin Youth Movement in Somalia have proven their competence in managing the affairs of the 
country according to Islamic Shari'ah. The Taliban in Afghanistan are teaching the strongest army in the world about 
resistance and maneuvers. Every time the Americans come up with a plan, the men of Taliban foil it Muslims today are 
passing through a critical point and a fateful phase of history, and only the people endowed with trustworthiness, bravery, 
self-sacrifice, political cunning, and military experience are fit to lead it. These attributes do not exist in those who are in 
power today...These leaders who are untrustworthy, cowardly towards the West, brave against their own people, who are 
the last to sacrifice, and whose political cunning does not exceed the arts of treachery and collaboration. They do not 
have any military experience and are not qualified to fight. They are a people who belong to palaces and pleasures. They 
are misleading us, for America and Israel are in control of our nation, and very soon, Iran will join them to seize its piece of 
the cake. No one is standing today, or will stand up tomorrow, in the face of these imperialist plans, except the true 
mujahidin from the sons of the Islamic nation. 

Iran is the most advanced country in the field of military industrialization today. Iranian scientific contribution today is 
eleven times that of the global average. Today, Iran is about to join the countries that have nuclear weapons, and the 
Iranian leadership, as it is well known, is not working for the sake of the Islamic plan, but for the sake of the Rejectionist 
[Shiite] Persian pfan. The first victims of Iran will be the Sunni people of the Gulf. So where are you, O Sunni scholars? 
You recently warned us of the Rejectionists, and now some of you are openly calling on us to obey the guardians, even if 
they are Rejectionists, like what is happening in Iraq. How blessed is the enemy to have youl 

O Sunni scholars, what is your plan to counteract the Rejectionist expansion from Iran that is invading Yemen? By God, 
are your leaders qualified to confront Iran? Iran is spending its petroleum revenues on the building of its army while your 
guardians spend their money for the protection and safekeeping of the American occupier against the attacks of the 
mujahidin. 

God forbids us to call for the spilling of Muslim blood. God forbids us to call for discord and the igniting of wars. God 
forbids us to call for the killing of innocent people. These are the words of Americans, their agents, and their media. We 
are calling for the protection of the life of the nation and its resources. We are calling for the securing of our rights. We are 
calling for the establishment of the religion of God, which is the only reason He created us. "I have only created jinns and 
men, that they may serve me," [Koranic verse, Al-Zariyat, 51 -56]. We were not created for this world, but for the Hereafter. 
This worid is the abode of trials and deeds. So rise, 0 Muslims. Worship God and be loyal to Him. Declare loyalty to Him 
and to the believers, and disavow the enemies of God: the Jews, the Americans, and the hypocrites. Let us live according 
to the generous Shari'ah, which was brought about for the welfare of humanity, and not for its constriction. God wants to 
make things easy for you, not difficult. 

Rab'i !bn-Aamir said, when talking to the Persians about the generosity of Islam: "God has sent us in order that we may 
deliver people from worshiping people, and to have them worship the Lord of all Creation. He has sent us in order to 
deliver them from the constriction of the world to the ampleness of the world and the Hereafter, and from the inequity of 
religions to the justice of Islam." So, the world is constricted for those who do not know Islam, but is vast for Muslims. 

Other religions are unfair and unjust. Christianity, Judaism, Hinduism, Buddhism, and democracy (which is a religion that 
the West wants to impose on us), are all unfair and unjust, and by them peopfe do wrong to themselves. But Islam is 
justice. 
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Speeches made only on soapboxes are insufficient. The issue is not only the recording of a tape or the publishing of a 
book. Words void of action and of supplying society with practical steps toward change do not help us at this stage. The 
issue requires a clarification by words, and by action and support. There is no choice but to first demonstrate the true 
juridical description to the leaders of the Islamic world. There is no choice but to reveal their treason regarding the 
confidence that has been entrusted to them. There is no choice but to demonstrate that they are leading the nation to the 
abyss...That they are not observing the interest of anybody except their own and that of their American masters...That they 
are pulling us into the swamp of American control through their own shortsightedness. There is no choice but to show that 
they are not Muslims, but are only pretending to be religious. 


Second: [There is no choice but to reveal] that there is an Israeli and American effort on one side, and an Iranian one on 
the other, to control and influence the territories of the Sunnis. Our leaders have made us lose, and we have become prey 
to the West and the neo-Persians. We have no escape but to rally behind a wise leadership that will work on realizing the 
interests of the nation. 

Third: There is no choice but to revive the spirit of jihad in the nation, for the danger of the non-believers will not be 
eliminated except by that. God Almighty has said: "Then fight in Allah's cause. Thou art held responsible only for thyself, 
and rouse the believers. It may be that Allah will restrain the fury of the unbelievers, for Allah is the strongest in might and 
in punishment," [Koranic verse, Al-Nisa, 4:84]. 

So, throughout history, there has never been a country without an army. Nor has there been a country that enjoyed 
sovereignty and independence unless it was capable of defending those things. The agent leaders of today see that they 
cannot last, except with the protection of the American army, but the Sunni people are not that weak and humiliated. They 
are able to defend themselves if they are under a believing and wise leadership. "Verily Allah will defend from ill those who 
believe," [Koranic verse, Al-Hajj, 22:38]. 

Fourth: It is necessary to direct the nation to the correct path by calling it to the constants and fundamentals, and today, 
this is among our priorities. We should not be preoccupied with anything other than this. We must treat non-belief before 
sin. We must maintain capital before profiting. We must bring people together in unaniml ty before bringing them together 
on what we disagree upon. 


The American campaign was fierce. Some were able to resist it in the beginning, but when they experienced its heat, they 
laid down their arms and surrendered, to the point where one of those affiliated with the call to Islam said: "Praise be to 
God that America is satisfied with us." None but the mujahidin remain. They are the hope and the last rope for salvation. If 
it is severed, the American-Zionist plan to completely occupy the Muslim nation will be accomplished. In this campaign of 
theirs, they are not attacking a country, but the entire nation. Either we support the mujahidin and gain everything, or we 
disappoint them and lose everything. 

The rulers fell a long time ago. They never stood on the side of the nation, so today we can say that they fell. They were 
agents ever since their attainment of power and are still up to this day. Many of the scholars, to whom people turn during 
crisis, seem to have chosen the safe approach. But the mujahidin are searching for the soundness of the approach and 
not the safety of the approach. They raised the slogan: "Either Shari'ah or martyrdom." 

Today, the situation is similar to the situation of the people of the truth at the time of Isa [Jesus]. The dictatorial Roman rule 
did not leave room for opposition. The Jews and their rabbis became submissive, and Isa (peace be upon him) rebelled, 
and only the youth followed him. Today, we need to resolve two issues, otherwise we will fail. 

The first issue: Escaping from the ruler just as you escape from a leper. Do not sit with them. Do not negotiate with them. 
Do not hope for any good from them. Do not expect any piety from them. They are like the Antichrist: If you go to him, he 
will tempt you, and if you escape from him, you will be saved. They do not want good for the nation, but instead conspire 
against it. Man is not to be obeyed in disobedience of the Creator. The consequence of this is that we strive to depose 
them, and that we believe that the nation cannot move one inch forward without doing so. 
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The second issue: Do not consult anyone about killing Americans. Fighting Satan does not need a fatwa. It needs neither 
consultation nor prayer to ask God for proper guidance. They are the party of Satan, and fighting them is the duty of this 
era.- We have reached a stage: either us or them. We both are opposites that cannot agree. They want something that will 
only happen with our eradication. Therefore, it is a decisive battle. It is a battle between Musa and Pharaoh. It is a battle 
between right and wrong. 

In conclusion, the role of a fatwa is to protect Islam, not the Americans. The role of the fatwa is to protect Shari'ah rulings, 
not government rulings. The role of a scholar is to declare the truth, not to cover for the rulers and search for a way out for 
them whenever they fall into disaster, lf.a scholar is incapable of declaring the truth under the pretext of duress, we call on 
Muslims to follow scholars who do not fear the blame of anyone. As for those scholars who consider the ruler to be correct 
in everything and the mujahidin wrong in everything: They are the scholars of the sultan, so be wary of them. 

We ask God to make us steadfast on the truth, to show us the truth, and make us follow it. We ask God to show us falsity 
and to prevent us from following it. Praise be to God. Prayers and peace be upon our master Muhammad, and upon 
his family and companions. [Video ends]

[Adam Gadahn] This conference and its siblings only serves the interest of the Zio-Crusade against the 
Muslims’ realms. 


[Anwar al-Awlaki] And it is said, "The Muslim has no right to defend his nation, has no right to defend his 
causes, and has no right to kill the American soldier who is right at this very moment setting off to kill 
Muslims"?!

[Adam Gadahn] Although today I am addressing the Muslims in general, I am addressing the Arabs 
among them in particular, 
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[Umar Faruq Abdulmuttalab] 0 our brothers in the Arabian Peninsula, you are most deserving of 
responding to (the call of) Jihad, because the enemy is in your country with his armies: 

[Adam Gadahn] So, my beloved brothers: remember your responsibility before Allah and what it is He has 
purchased, and respond once again to the call, and return to your stations, and finish what you started, 
and aid your religion and Ummah.

[Adam Gadahn] All praise is due to Allah, Lord of the worlds, and prayers and peace be upon His 
trustworthy Messenger, and upon his family, companions, and followers in perfection until the Day of 
Judgment. My brothers in Islam, peace be upon you and the mercy of Allah and His blessings. As for what 
comes after: 

The Islamic region has witnessed — this past March — the convening of another conference for combating 
the act of worship of Jihad in the name of combating so-called terrorism and supporting global peace. I 
won't discuss in detail all the resolutions, statements, and stances produced by this conference, nor the 
defamation of one of the fatwas of Imam Ibn Taymiyyah which accompanied it; however, I invite our 
virtuous 'Ulama (learned men) to look into all of that and draw attention to that to which attention must be 
drawn. But for my part, and by way of "And remind, for reminder benefits the believers" (51 :55) [Koranic 
verse, Al-Dhariyat, 51 :55], and because this conference continues to please those who call for 
surrendering and be praised by them despite the passing of several months since it was convened in 
Mardin, Turkey, I shall briefly mention here a number of obvious facts which young men recognize before 
old men and laymen recognize before 'Ulama; and I shall summarize them in six main points. But before I 
do that, I would like to mention the most prominent of the conclusions reached by the conferees, in 
deference to the lucky ones who missed the contrived media circus which surrounded the conference. 

The essence of these conclusions is that the way the Fuqahaa (experts in Islamic law) divided the realms 
into a realm of peace and a realm of war is a discretionary division open to debate and modification; that 
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all countries and realms today are "inviolable realms" - or as they said, "a space for peaceful coexistence" 
- and thus Jihad is not permitted in any of these countries, although some of them made an exception for 
occupied Palestine lest they lose what remains of their credibility; that the declaration of Jihad is forbidden 
except with the agreement of those whom the closing declaration called "those responsible" and in 
quotes, "the state," and that this is in accordance with the texts reported in this regard, but the declaration 
didn't specify which texts it means, and I don't know what it’s talking about unless it's talking about 
declarations and fatwas like this declaration which are issued by the contemporary surrender movement; 
and that the Mujahideen either altered Ibn Taymiyyah's fatwa regarding the realm of Mardin in order to 
justify their methodology of Jihad and rebellion against the unjust leaders who suspend Allah's law and 
prevent Jihad against the enemies, or they interpreted that fatwa in an erroneous fashion, or the fatwa 
itself is erroneous and deviant!

He issued a fatwa in response to a question: Is Mardin a realm of peace or a realm of war? So 
Shaykh-al. ..Ibn Taymiyyah said, or so he said, "It is neither a realm of peace nor a realm of war, but rather 
is a composite: between the two." So this fatwa issued seven centuries ago was adopted by some 
extremists, who said, 'This fatwa gives us the right to make war on all those who oppose us for our 
opinion." So this fatwa stirred up a huge issue in the world. We went to Mardin to expose this fatwa. 


[ 06:10 to 20:49: Adam Gadahn] These, then, are the most prominent of the conclusions arrived at by the 
members of the Mardin conference; and truth be told, there are other conclusions which may be even 
more important and serious than those I mentioned here, but as l said, I will leave the mission of looking 
into them to our noble 'Ulama, and I will suffice here with mentioning what I mentioned. As for the six 
points I would like to bring up, they are as follows: 


First, this conference and its siblings only serves the interest of the Zio-Crusade against the Muslims’ 
realms and its proxies and allies, regardless of what some of those who were responsible for the 
conference or participated in it might claim about wanting "good will and conciliation" (4:62) [partial 
Koranic verse, AI-Nisa, 4:62] or wanting to improve the image of Islam and Muslims in the eyes of others. 
But let me ask: in whose interest must the image of Islam remain — in the eyes of some peoples - that of 
a religion which commands its followers to surrender to humiliating states of affairs under the pretext of 
resigning- oneself to divine decree and destiny? And in whose interest must the image of Muslims remain 
- in the eyes of some peoples - that of slaves to desires and dollars who are prepared to sell out their 
religion and surrender to their enemy for a paltry worldly price? You can say what you like about the label 
of "terrorist" and its negative connotations, but it's a whole lot better and nobler than the label of "lustful" 
with which Westerners used to describe the Arab and Muslim until only a short time ago, on the basis of 
the distorted picture the Orientalists brought back to them, or on the basis of the welcome they received 
from some of those they met when they occupied the countries of the Muslims! 


Second, the true and greatest threat to Islam, its creed, and its bright image today, and the true threat to 
global peace and security, is to be found in the Zio-Crusade against the realms of the Muslims and in its 
local proxies, in contradiction to What those responsible for the conference want us to believe, i.e. that the 
threat is to be found in those standing up to that Crusade and its proxies. 

Third, the Mujahideen who have gone out to defend their religion, brothers, and countries against that 
campaign and its agents, haven't relied in that on one fatwa from one 'Alim (learned man), but rather, 
have depended on numerous fatwas, and moreover, on numerous proven consensuses about the 
obligatory nature of Jihad on individual Muslims in a number of scenarios most or all of which have 
occurred not just in our day, but starting from a number of decades ago at the very least. This is why 
anyone who wants to debate the legal basis for the contemporary Jihad must refute all those fatwas and 
reject all those proven consensuses, and not just make do with replying to one fatwa or one 'Alim. I say 
this while fully aware that many of these conference attendees - regrettably - don't see anything wrong 
with disregarding the consensus of the Ummah and adopting instead a deviant position which agrees with 
their desires and the desires of their masters, or even adopting a position for which there is no precedent 
whatsoever! So Allah suffices us and He is the best of Guardians, and. to Allah we belong and to Him we 
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Fourth, and to emphasize the previous point about the matter not being related to one fatwa or one ’Alim, I 
would like to point out that many of those carrying out the obligation of Jihad today aren't among those 
who imitate or follow Ibn Taymiyyah in the first place whether in issues related to Jihad or in other issues; 
instead, they have their own Fiqh, 'Ulama and books which they abide by far away from the Hanbali 
school. Perhaps the most prominent example of this is the commanders and soldiers of the Taliban 
movement in Afghanistan and Pakistan, who for the most part adhere to the school of Imam Abu Hanifah 
in the branches of religion. That's why it's unlikely that they have based their Jihad on the Imam’s fatwa 
regarding the realm of Mardin! 

Fifth, it is the duty of everyone who is sincere in his desire to defend Islam and Muslims today, to take the 
initiative and rush to perform the individual obligation of Jihad against the senior criminals - the 
Americans, Crusaders, Europeans and their allies - by going forth to the open fields of Jihad in the East 
and West, or by striking the Zio-Crusader interests spread across the region and world. As for he who is 
unable to perform Jihad himself, due to a legal excuse which prevents him from that, then he must hasten 
to support his brothers the Mujahideen, who are standing alone with bare chests in front of the fiercest 
Crusade in the history of Islam; and this support must take the form of funds, arms, opinion, information, 
expertise, advice, prayer and everything they need in their religion and life so that they are able to 
complete their march and achieve their goals with the permission of Allah Almighty. And among the most 
important of the fields to which attention must be paid in this context is the usurious global economy, by 
way of which the enemies of religion consolidate their control of the Ummah of Islam and all oppressed 
nations; thus, Muslim economic experts must guide the Muslims in general and the Mujahideen in 
particular to the most beneficial and most appropriate ways to destroy the enemy's economy - which runs 
on usury, injustice, deceit, exploitation and fraud - and ends its dominance of the Ummah's financial and 
economic life, in order to defeat the forces of global unbelief and pave the way for the rise of the greater 
Islamic state which will have an economy which runs according to the principles of the noble Islamic 
Shari'ah. Meanwhile, my advice to he who is unable to participate in Jihad at all - neither with his body 
nor his wealth nor any other type of participation - is that he renew his intention and perform as many 
good deeds as he can, and that he keep in mind Allah's statement, "No blame lies on the weak, nor on the 
sick, nor on those who find nothing to spend, if they are sincere to Allah and His Messenger. There is no 
cause of reproach against the good-doers; and Allah is Most Forgiving, Merciful." (9:91) [Koranic verse, 
Al-Tawbah, 9:91] 

Sixth, the possibility of the commission of mistakes and transgressions by some of the Mujahideen - or 
those considered to be among the Mujahideen - can never be a justification for us to abandon the 
individual obligation of Jihad and supporting it with everything at our disposal, much less a justification for 
combating Jihad and its people with the sword or the tongue — or both — to serve the West's interests. A 
mistake isn't treated by an even bigger mistake, and someone else's taking lightly forbidden things and 
evils can never justify the major sin of refraining from aiding Jihad; instead, it is our duty to command 
good and forbid evil according to its conditions; to continue to give advice even if ignorant and biased 
people don't like it; to strive for reform as long as we are able; and to take hold of the arm of the 
wrongdoer and prevent him from wrongdoing. This is the correct Shari'ah-compliant way which everyone 
who truly wants reform must adhere and invite to; and the solution can never, ever be in forbidding anyone 
from performing his legitimate Jihad — or rather, his obligatory Jihad. That is nothing but an imaginary 
solution which has been adopted by those who claim to be engaged in reform, many of whom have 
become involved in aiding corruption whether they know it or not, as they excuse themselves by invoking 
the mistakes of the Mujahideen, which are nothing compared to the transgressions of the Crusaders' 
proxies whom the claimers to reform are aiding . 

Although today I am addressing the Muslims in general, I am addressing the Arabs among them in 
particular, to remind them of their responsibility to carry out what Allah has obligated them to do in terms 
of defending the religion and the Muslims with their selves and their wealth, and that they, just like others 
- and perhaps more than others — have no excuse in refraining from that obligation. The Arabs are the 
ones in whose tongue the Magnificent Quran came down, and he who hears the statement of Allah "If you 
don’t go forth (to fight in the cause of Allah), He will punish you with a painful punishment, and will choose 
in your stead a people other than you" (9:39) [Koranic verse, Al-Tawbah, 9:39] and understands it directly, 
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isn’t like the one who hears it but only understands it through an intermediary, even though both may be 
the same in strictly legal terms. That's why it is expected of the Arabs to set examples in aiding this 
religion, especially since they are the ones who carried the call of Islam and its message to the entire 
world historically; and other Muslims continue to view the Arabs as role models; so if the Arabs arise to aid 
their religion, the 'Ajam (non-Arabs) will arise with them; but if the Arabs tarry, weaken or desert, the 'Ajam 
may tarry, weaken and desert. The one who looks at the condition of the Arabs today finds a regrettable 
state of affairs, which is essentially no different than the state of affairs of many a Muslim people and 
society. One sector has abandoned religion at its roots, and committed blatant apostasy; another sector 
has been carried away by its lusts and worldly affairs, and' has paid no attention to its obligations towards 
its religion and brothers; and a third sector - which perhaps represents the majority - is obviously pious 
and eager to perform its duties and serve the religion, except that many of those who make up this sector 
have surrendered their intellect and judgment to television preachers, conference pioneers, government 
employees and those in the same category, who have permitted them to refrain from aiding the religion — 
or to be precise, ordered them to refrain from aiding the religion - in the name of giving life to the spirit of 
tolerance and rejecting extremism! 


My brothers: the matter is extremely grave, and not to be taken lightly. There is no good in us if we don’t 
defend our religion, sacred things, lives and homelands; and if the Arabs don't protect the sanctuary of 
Islam, who then is going to protect it?! But the picture isn't totally dark, and what is cause for hope and 
delight is the going forth of a large group of Muslim Arab youth to the arenas of Jihad and preparation in 
the West and East, and more importantly, the opening of a number of hot fronts to those who wish to 
perform the devotion of Jihad in the heart of the Islamic world and Arab homeland. 

Perhaps the most important of these Jihad fronts today are the front of Iraq against the Crusaders and the 
Batini [alienated] government which they are leaving behind them; the front of Yemen against the 
Crusaders occupying the peninsula of the Messenger of Allah (peace and prayers of Allah be upon him)...

O our brothers in the Arabian Peninsula, you are most deserving of responding to (the call of) Jihad, 
because the enemy is in your country with his armies: the Jews, Christians and their agents.

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Yemen orders cleric’s arrest

A court in Yemen, under mounting US pressure to fight Al Qaeda after a 
foiled air cargo bomb plot, ordered yesterday the arrest by any means of a 
US-born cleric for alleged links to the terror group. 

Judge Mohsen Alwan called on prosecutors to "forcibly arrest” Anwar al- 
Awlaki and a relative, Othman al-Aw!aki, whom a Sanaa court has charged 
with “incitement to kill foreigners and members of security services." 

Public prosecutor Ali al-Samet told the court the pair had failed to appear for 
a second time yesterday before the court that specialises in terrorism cases. 

The charges against them arose during the trial of Yemeni Hisham 
Mohamed Assem, who was in court to face charges of killing French energy i 
contractor Jacques Spagnolo near the capital Sanaa last month. 

All three men are accused of “forming an armed gang to carry out criminal t 
acts and to target foreigners and security forces on behalf of Af Qaeda.” 

The prosecution had told the court at Tuesday’s first hearing that the 
Yemeni-American cleric Awlaki had corresponded with Assem for months, 
encouraging him to kill foreigners. 

Assem, who had said he was tortured, denied the charges yesterday, saying 
he killed the French contractor over a personal feud and not due to 
incitement by Awlaki. 

The judge also ordered the public prosecutor to provide Anwar and Othman al-AwIakl with a lawyer. The trial was adjourned 
until next Tuesday. 

Hours after last Tuesday’s hearing, suspected Al Qaeda militants attacked an oil pipeline run by the Korea National Oil Corp in 
the southeastern Shabwa province controlled by Awlaki’s tribe. 

The attack came just days after intercepted parcel bombs destined for Chicago synagogues were traced to Yemen, placing it 
under pressure to crackdown on Al Qaeda in the Arabian Peninsula (AQAP), which is based in the country. 

The parcels containing the powerful explosive PETN hidden in ink toner cartridges were found to have been sent by air freight 
from Sanaa on commercial airlines. 

Washington believes the parcel bombs, uncovered in Britain and Dubai en route to the US, were the work of Saudi militant 
Ibrahim Hassan al-Asiri, a suspected Al Qaeda bomb maker. 

Awlaki has not immediately been linked to the parcel bombs, but US officials have long accused him of instigating “terrorism” 
from Yemen, where he is believed to be hiding in a remote area of Shabwa. 

In a May video posted on the Internet, Awlaki urged ail Muslims serving in the US army to follow the example of Major Nidal 
Hasan, an army psychiatrist accused of killing 13 comrades at Fort Hood base in Texas last November. 

“What Nidal Hasan did was heroic... and I call on all Muslims serving in the US army to follow his path,” Awlaki said in a video 
posted on jihadist websites, the US monitoring group SITE reported. 

In the video, posted by AQAP, he also defended Umar Farouk Abdulmutallab, the Nigerian student accused of the botched 
Christmas Day attack and said Sanaa is collaborating with Washington to attack Yemenis. 

US Homeland Security and Counter-terrorism Adviser John Brennan earlier this year accused Awlaki of instigating “terrorism.” 
“Mr Awlaki is a problem. He’s clearly a part of Al Qaeda in (the) Arabian Peninsula. He’s not just a cleric. He is in fact trying to 
instigate terrorism,” he told CNN.

I f your opponent covers his right 
cheek, slap him on his left. Since 
9-11 the West has been stepping 
up defenses for its commercial 
aircrafts. The continuous attempts 
that followed 9-1 1 by our brother 
Richard Reid, the Heathrow airport 
plot and finally the operation of 
brother Umar Farouk have forced the 
West to spend billions of dollars to 
defend its airplanes. But what about 
cargo planes? 

The airfreight is a multi-billion dollar 
industry. FedEx alone flies a fleet of 
600 aircrafts and ships an average of 
four million packages per day. It is 
a huge worldwide industry. For the 
trade between North America and 
Europe air cargo is indispensable and 
to be able to force the West to install 
stringent security measures sufficient 
enough to stop our explosive devices 
would add a heavy economic burden 
to an already faltering economy. We 
knew that cargo planes are staffed 
by only a pilot and a co-pilot so our 
objective was not to cause maximum 
casualties but to cause maximum 
losses to the American economy. That 
is also the reason why we singled out 
the two U.S. air freight companies: 
FedEx and UPS for our dual opera- 
tion. 

In ourdiscussions.priorto the opera- 
tion we set the passage of explosive 
devices from any airport as a bench- 
mark of success. For us, blowing up 
the planes would have made us very 
pleased but according to our plan 
and specified objectives it was only 
a plus. The first package made it 
successfully and brought down the 
UPS flight in Dubai. The experiment 
was a brilliant success. In our follow- 



ing operation we used a different 
explosive package and determined 
that if both packages passed through 
the inspection at the FedEx and UPS 
facilities and passed through theX- 
Ray systems at the airport, that would 
raise a worldwide alert that would 
force upon the West two choices: 

You either spend billions of dollars to 
inspect each and every package in 
the world or you do nothing and we 
keep trying again. The packages not 
only made it out of Sana'a but one of 
them made it all the way to London 
and if it was not for an intelligence 
tip, both devices would have deto- 
nated. 

After the operation of brother Umar 
Farouk we have been experimenting 
with ways to bring down airplanes. 
We have researched the various se- 
curity systems employed by airports. 
We looked into X-Ray scanners, full 
body scanners, sniffing dogs and 
other aspects of security. The result- 
ing bomb was a device that we were 
confident that, with the will of Allah, 
it would pass through the most strin- 
gent and up-to-date security equip- 
ment. 

We were right. The packages were 
inspected at the FedEx office (the 
deliverer reported to us that there 
was no checking at the UPS), they 
passed through the X-Ray machines 
at Sana'a airport, and went through 
the other procedures required by 
cargo companies. Both devices were 
not detected. 

We are fighting a war against Ameri- 
can tyranny. This is a new Crusade 
waged by the West against Islam. 
Therefore we wanted to put things 


into proper perspective. This current 
battle fought by the West is not an 
isolated battle but is a continuation 
of a long history of aggression by the 
West against the Muslim world. In or- 
der to revive and bring back this his- 
tory we listed the names of Reynald 
Krak and Diego Diaz as the recipients 
of the packages. We got the former 
name from Reynald de Chatillon, the 
lord of Krak des Chevaliers who was 
one of the worst and most treach- 
erous of the Crusade's leaders. He 
fell into captivity and Salahuddeen 
personally beheaded him. The name 
we used for the second package was 
derived from that of Don Diego Deza, 
the Inquisitor General of the Spanish

Praise be to Allah and may the peace 
and blessings be on His Messenger. 

The most important aspect of pre- 
paring for the enemy is having the 
proper creed. All victory is from Allah 
and thus we need to have true faith 
in Him. After that we need to prepare 
the means that are needed to fight 
the enemy. In this article we will go 
through some of the technical as- 
pects of the explosive packages. 

Metal Detection Equipment: 

We have been blessed by Allah to 
be able to sidestep the metal detec- 
tion equipment and this is evident 
in the operation of Umar Farouk and 
the operation of Abul Khayr, may 
Allah accept him. That capability was 
a result of avoiding the use of met- 
als altogether in our detonators. We 
have developed five such detonators. 

Sniffers: 

Good packaging and sealing of the 
explosive material prevents sniffing 
dogs or equipment from detect- 
ing the explosives. That is done by 
sealing the material and preventing 
any molecules from escaping the 
package, and afterwards cleaning the 
package thoroughly to clear off any 
molecules that may have dispersed 
during the filling of the material. We 
used a number of organic solvents 
to wash the toners from any residue 
that might have been on the surface. 

X-Ray Equipment: 




The first X-Ray machines where dual 
color followed by three colors and 
eventually six colors. Metals show 
up in three colors, organic material 
shows up in two colors and inorganic 
material in one color. The color de- 
pends on the atomic number of the 
scanned material. There are other 
types of machines that we have not 
mentioned here but we talked about 
in an article by the Explosives Depart- 
ment and published in the twelfth 
issue of Sada' al-Malahem. 

So how did we succeed in sidestep- 
ping the X-Ray scanners? 

We used a device that contains 
organic, non-organic material, and 
metals. The toner cartridge contains 
the toner which is carbon based 
and that is an organic material. The 
carbon's molecular number is close to 
that of PETN. We emptied the toner 
cartridge from its contents and filled 
it with 340 grams of PETN. We then 
inserted the detonator. We designed 
the detonator to be short so that it 
wouldn't be detected and we filled 
it with 4 grams of Lead Azide. We 
connected the wires from the circuit 
to the toner in a way that would raise 
no suspicions if inspected. When the 
toner is inside the printer, a metal 
plate on the toner would touch the 
circuit wire. If inspected the toner 
could be pulled out and would look 
normal without any wires sticking 
out. This method makes human in- 
spection of the printer useless. 

For the circuit we used a Nokia mo-

bile phone. We removed the circuit 
board from the mobile and attached 
it next to a circuit board of the printer 
so if passed through a scanner the 
mobile circuit board would blend in 
with the circuit boards of the printer 
and even if opened it would not be 
recognized as a mobile since we used 
only the circuit board of the mobile. 
The wires of the circuit also blend 
in well with the many wires of the 
printer. When the toner is pulled out 
the circuit is disconnected. When it is 
placed back the circuit is connected. 
The door of the printer cannot close 
unless the toner is in place and this 
way we guaranteed that even if the 
printer is manually inspected, the 
toner must be placed back in its 
place otherwise the printer door 
would remain open. 


With all the intelligence information 
the enemy had, they could not detect 
the explosives even though the print- 
ers were inspected twice in the UK. 
They only discovered the explosives 
when they had the exact tracking 
number of the package.

Are X-Ray scanners sufficient for the 
detection of explosives?

All X-Ray machines work on the same 
principle: The diffraction of rays off 
the atom of the scanned material. 
The rays pass through all material 
except lead which doesn't allow the 


penetration of even Gamma rays. 

We have studied various X-Ray scan- 
ners that are in use and those that 
might be deployed in the future but 
are too expensive to deploy now. 

All these scanners work on one 
principle even if they are different. 

In the future, new scanners could 
be developed to designate specific 
colors for explosive material, but is 
this method practical? To answer this 
question we need to point out that 
explosive material contains a variety 
of a thousand different compounds 
and each of these compounds has its 
own molecular characteristics that 
are different than the rest. With such 
a huge variety can scanners solve this 
problem? 

We would like to ask the Americans a 
question: Why try to solve the symp- 
toms of the problem rather than the 
root? 

Didn't your security experts come 
together to find solutions for the - 
security lapses In your airports and 
you spent millions of dollars in less 
than a year even though we already 
told you then that we knew the weak 
points of your equipment and by 
the will of Allah we would be able to 
exploit them? Nevertheless you were 
stubborn. But now you can see that 
we revealed to you a bigger security 
lapse than the last one and yet you 


are still being stubborn.The Brit- 
ish government said that if a toner 
weighs more than 500 grams it won't 
be allowed on board a plane. Who 
is the genius who came up with this 
suggestion? Do you think that we 
have nothing to send but printers?

We want to say to those of reason 
and wisdom among you: There is no 
solution for you with us except if you 
abide by this simple equation which 
has been repeated to you by our 
Shaykh Usama bin Ladin, may Allah 
protect him: 

Our security = Your security 
And likewise: 

Our insecurity = Your insecurity 

If you refuse then we will continue 
our war against you. In the name of 
Allah we are preparing for you since 
years and we will continue on this 
path. Q 
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• i . two HP printers, $300 each," ' 
plus shipping, transporta- 
tion and other miscellaneous 
expenses add up to a total bill of 
$4,200.That is all- what Operation 
Hemorrhage cost us. In terms of time 
it took us three months to plan and 
execute the operation from begin- 
ning to end. On the other hand this 
supposedly "foiled plot", as some of 
our enemies would like to call, will 
without a doubt cost America and 
other Western countries billions of 
dollars in new security measures. 

That is what we call leverage. A 
$4,200 operation will cost our enemy 
billions of dollars. In terms of time 
and effort, three months of work for a 
team of less than six brothers would 
end up costing the West hundreds of 
thousands, if not millions, of hours of 
work in an attempt to protect itself 
from our packages of death. 


VFrorh tKe?start our objective'was ecoh 
’ •nomic. Bringing down a cargo plane 
would only kill a pilot and-co-pilot. It 
is true that blowing up the planes in 
the sky Would add to the element of 
fear and shock but that would have 
been an additional advaritage to the 
operation and not a determining fac- 
tor of its success. 

During the initial discussions of the 
team it was determined that the 
success of the operation was to be 
based on two factors: The first is that 
the packages pass through the latest 
security equipment. The second, the 
spread of fear that would cause the 
West to Invest billions of dollars in 
new security procedures. We have 
succeeded in the former and we are 
now witnessing the inception of the 
latter. 

We will continue with similar opera- 
tions and we do not mind at all in 
this stage if they are intercepted. It is 
such a good bargain for us to spread 
fear amongst the enemy and keep 


him on his toes in exchange of a few 
months of work and a few thousand 
bucks. We would gladly dispense 
with a remote controlled device that 
does notrequire us to put a mujahid 
on board a plane. For our enemies to 
think that intercepting such a pack- 
age is evidence of their success is 
truly ridiculous. 

What has passed is thefirstofa multi- 
phased operation. The.nextphase 
would-be to disseminate the techni- 
cal details of our device to the muja- 
hidin around the world to use from 
their respective countries. The follow- 
ing phase-would-be for us to use our 
connections-to mail such packages 
from countries that are below the 
radarand to use similar devices on 
civilian aircrafts in Western countries. 
We-are laying out for our enemies.our 
plan in advance because as we stated 
earlier our objective is not maximum 
kill but to cause a hemorrhage in the 
aviation industry, an industry that is 
so vital for trade and transportation 
between the U.S. and Europe.

Theme: Perseverance in Prayer 
Ex 17:8-13; 2Tim 3:14-4:2; Lk 18:1-8 
“Will he be slow to answer them?" Once again, the Scriptures 
speak confidently of a God who comes to the rescue; yet four 
thousand years of believers have their own experience of a divine 
justice that seems not only slow, but stopped dead in its tracks in 
the face of human perversity.

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The Nonviolent Jesus 

Eucharist disarms, reconciles and sends us forth to make peace 


By Fr. John Dear, SJ 

For me, as a Christian, Catholic and 
Jesuit priest, the Eucharist is the place 
where I remember and meet Jesus, the 
place of peace and reconciliation, and the 
place that pushes me back into the world to 
make peace. 

A place to remember Jesus 

Our culture makes it easy to forget who 
we are and what Ufe is all about It 
has long ago forgotten who Jesus is, what 
peace is, what justice for the poor means. 

But the gospel explains that, on the 
night he was arrested, Jesus broke bread 
and passed a cup in that last Passover meal, 
saying, "Whenever you do this, remember 
me." 

I find that very helpful I want very 
much to remember Jesus, to put him at the 
center of my life, indeed to experience his 
presence in the midst of community, and 
so, with friends, to do the things he did. 

Eucharist for me, then, is the place to 
gather with other Christians to remember 
Jesus' life, nonviolent actions, arrest, execu- 
tion and resurrection. hi the process of 
remembering him, we literally meet him 
present in our community, in the Word, in 
the Bread and the Cup, and in one another. 

The Eucharist is so astonishing because 
it shows the depths of Jesus’ love and the 
peacemaking gift of himself to humanity. 
Even as his friends are only hours away 
from betraying him, denying him and run- 
ning away from him, he reaches out even 
closer to them saying, "I not only love you 
and call you my friends, I want to be your 
food, your drink, your breath." 

Jesus is constantly reconciling us to God 
through himself. The Eucharist is the ulti- 
mate experience of that process. 

But the implications of this experience 
are revolutionary. If we truly remember the 
life of Jesus, enter into his presence, and 
take up where he left off, our lives are 
turned upside-down. We too will start to 
live as he did, to reach out and give of our- 
selves like him, and to offer our lives for 
humanity in a spirit of loving nonviolence. 

A place of reconciliation 

In the process of remembering and 
meeting Jesus in the Eucharist, I find that

the community gathered around the table is 
disarmed and reconciled. Peace is made 
through the breaking of the bread and the 
passing of the cup. This is a great mystery 
and a great gift. 

In the process of hearing the gospel pro- 
claimed and sharing the body and blood of 
Jesus, we repent of our violence, turn to one 
another and offer each other a gesture of 
peace. The Eucharist sows the seeds of peace 
and reconciliation. 

I see this happen regularly at my neighbor- 
hood church in New York City. Whenever 
Tm home on a weekend, I try to attend the 
local Franciscan church in my neighborhood 
on the Upper West Side. Thousands of people 
of all races come to Eucharist there each 
Sunday, representing over 50 nations. 

Coming in off the anonymous, bitter streets of 
New York City, we find a quiet place of peace 
and reconciliation, a home. It is an amazing 
sight to witness, especially in New York. 
Suddenly, all these different peoples are unit- 
ed in the story of Jesus, pray the Lord's Prayer 
together, turn and embrace one another and 
share in the Eucharist It is a miracle. Some 
days, I think these Eucharists are the only 
thing that keeps Manhattan together. 

The place we go from 

It is from this place of peace and reconcili- 
ation where we remember and meet Jesus, 
that we go into the world with the good news 
of peace. 

I often think of Martin Luther King, Jr.'s 
definition of church. During the Selma 
march, at the height of the civil rights move- 
ment, Dr. King told a packed congregation 
that the church "is the place you go from." 

I think we can say the same about the 
Eucharist, From this encounter with Jesus, 
this experience of reconciliation, we go from 
the Eucharist into the world to make peace, 
seek justice, love our enemies, and reconcile 
with one another. 

In this experience of Jesus and one anoth- 
er, we are disarmed and sent forth into a 
world armed to the teeth as instruments of 
God’s disarming love. 

The Eucharist and nonviolence 

In the Eucharist, we worship the God of 
nonviolence, encounter the nonviolent Jesus, 
and become people of nonviolence. 

I often think how only hours after the Last 
Supper, Jesus was still telling his friends to be 
people of peace and nonviolence. Indeed, his 
last official words to the entire community, as 
he was being arrested and as they ran away 
from him, were, "Put down your sword." 

Jesus’ last Passover meal is intimately con- 


nected to his first commandment to love 
one another and to love our enemies, and 
his last commandment, to put down our 
swords. Jesus lived, taught and practiced 
nonviolence, and he wants us to do the 
same. 

The Eucharist is the ultimate expression 
of nonviolence. Jesus gives us his body 
and blood and asks that we give ours in 
peace to one another as well. 

Today, in the Eucharist, we remember 
Jesus, put down our swords, hear his Word 
of gospel nonviolence, share his Body and 
Blood, receive his spirit of peace, take up 
his cross, the way of nonviolence, and go 
forth like him into our culture of violence, 
with the good news of peace. 

From our life together centered in the 
Eucharist of Jesus, we speak out against 
nuclear weapons, war, the death penalty, the 
sanctions on Iraq, economic injustice, . 
poverty, racism and sexism, and call for a 
new culture of peace and nonviolence. 

If we truly enter into the Spirit of the 
Eucharist, we arc transformed and sent into 
the world as apostles and prophets Of peace. 
We begin to embody the gospel, and even 
risk persecution and arrest like Jesus as we 
speak-out against systemic injustice and 
announce the coming of God’s reign of 
nonviolence. 

Eucharist disarms us 

Whenever I celebrate Eucharist in inti- 
mate community gatherings, prison cells, 
refugee camps and homeless shelters, I sud- 
denly remember Jesus all over 
again. I feel disarmed of my violence, rec- 
onciled with those around me, forgiven and 
able to forgive, and nourished and filled 
with a new inner peace. Somehow in this 
intimate meal, I receive the strength to take 
up the journey of nonviolence again, to go 
forth into the world and try to put the 
gospel into practice. 

If we are attentive, the Eucharist can 
help us become people of nonviolence. It 
will root out the violence within us and 
make us peacemakers like St. Francis and 
Dorothy Day. 

The Eucharist not only makes the life of 
peace possible, it makes peace within and 
among us here and now. In a culture that 
knows so little true peace, that is the great- 
est gift of all. 

How typical of Jesus to leave us such a 
gift!
